OP^TfON OF INVENTION The manner of using the personal dmture remover is 
simple. The loops sretobeusedasapairto fsdb'tsie the loosening of the denture 
DX»theleft«ndiightsidesofthe gums. To remove an upper denture, a user must 
W both index fmgeft separately into the two loops. The loops are than inserted into 
the mouth, win the hooks reaching over the top of the denture, while holding the 
bottom of each loop with a thumb. A gentle tug downward loosens an upper denture , 
without a struggle nomaily associated with this task. To loosen a lower denture, the 
position is reversed, pulling the denture upward.

Pig* 3 shows the hook, which is measured to fit perfectly 
over the denture.

The Personal Denture Remover 1b especially designed to comfor~ 
tably and hyglenlcally remove dentures from the mouth without 
Injuring the tender gums or introducing dangerous bacteria,
